he Whole Bible Rightly Divided. 





Some people seem to think 
that we are over-reaching our 
Scriptural rights by holding so 
firmly for the signs that follow. 
Quite often they refer to whut 
Jesus told the scribes and Phari- 
sees When they asked Him for 
a sign. “An evil and adulterous 
generation seeketh after 4 
sign.” (Matt. 12:39). 


But little do we care so long 
as we have the words of Jesus 
to depend upon. [ admit these 
were the words of Jesus, bit 
were not to be applied like His 
words at other times and uuder 
cifferent circumstances. And be- 
sides this, Jesus was almost 
constantly showing signs along 
through His ministry. And He 
ceclared that certain signs 
should follow believers. 

[I admit that many Bible 
scholars claim that the last 
verses of the sixteenth chapier 
of St. Mark’s Gospel are an in- 
terpolation, but I notice that 
very few people think the 
Bible would be  compicie 
without those verses. And 
our Bible publishing houses 
continue sending out the _ Bi- 
bles by the millions with those 
verses still there. No amount of 
study, research, or criticism has 
ever induced any of our. great 
Bible houses to leave off those 
verses. But while this is true 
they had just as well be left off 
as far as most professing Chris- 
tians are concerned for they 
surely do not believe the verses 
for they never put them in prar- 
tice. 

Then why do the Bible houses 
continue to print these verses? 
I have only one answer. The 
publishers know the verses he- 
long to the Bible and they con- 
tract to print and make the 
whole Bibie. And suppose they 
were to leave off those verses, 
how long would they keep up 
their reputation and be able to 
sell their Books? It would not 
last long. The first Bible sold 
would be rejected as soon as the 
purchaser read up to this  par- 
ticular chapter and found these 
verses were missing. 

No doubt the very man who 
has been opposing us for talk- 
ing in tongues, and taking up 
serpents, would take his new 
Bible he had ‘purchased back to 
the book-store the next murn- 
ing, if he failed to find the very 
verses we are practicing fcr 
which he offered such stcong 
criticism. 

No, sir! those verses are there, 
end all the higher (?) criticism 
and lower criticism too that 
bave been running rampant dur- 
ing the last century, have never 
been able to force Bible houses 
to stop printing them. They are 
printing an increased number 
every year. The great Bible 
houses of America and Engiand 
are doing great work in sending 
forth the message concerning 
the signs that follow. I am glad 
they are helping us. And they 
are sending this great message 
of the signs that follow nearly 
all over the world, and they aye 
printed in hundreds of different. 
languages. And every Bible tei's 
the readers that “these signs 
shall follow them that believe: 
In my name shall they cast cut 
devils; they shall speak with 
new tongues; they shall take up 
serpents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt 
them; they shall lay hands ©n 
the sick, and they shall re- 
cover.” 

Just think of it, 
these big Bible houses, and all 
denominations, are helping us 
preach the signs that follow.

Many of them may not thiok 
anything about it, but they are 
helping us whether they think 
what they are doing or not.

‘thing they oppose. If I were as 
, bitter against these signs fol- 
| lowing as many of our opposers 
| are, I certainly would not carry 
ithe thing around in my hands 
and pockets that I oppose. 





They say we are wrong aud 
that the Bible does not teach us 
to take up serpents, and at ihe 
same time they have the same 
Book we have and they are 
helping us circulate the sign 
message all the time. I think it 
is grand for God to make our 
enemies help us. They may nvt 
want to do it, but they are doing 
it whether they want to do it or 
not. They may not think they 
are doing it, but 
they are doing it. 


If I were as bitter against 
these signs as some people ave 
would cut those verses out of 
my Bible and throw them away. 
But no, sir! they hug the gou: 
old Bible up to their bosom and 
proudly say “It is the Word of 
God, and I love every word of 
it.’And then let some of our peo- 
ple go into their presence with a 
wild serpent around their necks 
and they would yell out, “Away 
with this man, and release 
unto us Barabbas.” (Luke 23: 
18). They would rather have a 
murderer running loose in their 
midst than a man or woma” 
under the influence of tke 
power of God handling a_ ser- 
pent like the children will do 
cver in the millennium.

Many peo- 
ple are becoming interested. 
Preachers are crying us down. 
They are warning their mem- 
bers against us. They call us 
“snake charmers and fire-eat- 
ers” in derision, but many are 
coming, Nicodemus like, to 
enquire about the signs in spite 
of all the preachers and wari- 
ings against usin the papets. 
And then I chuckle to myself 
when I-remember that those 
very fellows that call us “snake 
charmers and fire-eaters” in 
derision are helping us preach 
the signs that follow. Thy 
proudly hold up their Bible dur- 
ing their discourse and say, 
“This is the Word of God. Be- 
lieve it and practice it!” And 
right there in Mark 16:18, their 
very same Bible says, “They 
shall take up serpents.” Then 
isn’t that man helping us? 
Doesn’t he say plainly, when lic 
urges his congregation to obey 
that Book, “take up Serpents?” 


Well, thank God for so many 
helpers. They blindly oppose us, 
and blindly help us and can’t 
help it as long as they advocate 
the teaching of the Bible. Aud 


the very verse they seem tv 
hate, and keep hurling forth the 
message “This is the Word of 
God.” I think this is fine. 


Many of these gentlemen tnat 
oppose us for taking up serpents 
loudly proclaim the verses both 
before and after the one that 
refers to serpents. The Pentc-~- 
costal people say, “These signs 
shall follow them that believe:

But why object to God’s Werd 
when it is so plain? This has al- 
ways been a mystery to me. 
When I first saw healing in tie 
atonement and began to ativo- 
cate and practice it, they sai I 
was wrong. But I could read it 
and they could not stop me. Aid 
those very same people were al- 
ways working and helping to 
circulate the Bible and get it in 
the hands of every one they 
could. They were “helpers to 
the truth” I was proclaiming 
and yet they opposed me for 
preaching the healing of ike 
vody by the power of God i 
answer to prayer. 


Many have said the aposti+s 
did not take up serpents. Tbcy 
say there is no record of it in the 
Rible. Well, | have just as much 
right to say they did take thein 
up as others have to say they 
did not. Suppose we examine 
the record a little more closely 
and see what light we can get. 

What are the signs that ar* 
io follow? Who said they would 
follow believers? Jesus, you 
did he 
say it? To the eleven. How do 
you know He said it to the elev- 
en? Verse 14 says “he appear- 
ed unto the eleven as they sat 
at meat.” The next verse says, 
“And he said unto them (the c- 
leven) ,“Go ye into all the world, 
and ‘preach the gospel to every 
creature.” He goes right on 
with his message to the elevets 
and adds, “And these signs shall 
follow them that believe: In my 


rame shall they cast out deyil:,| Jesus was set for a sign which 


they shall speak with new ton- 
sues; They shall take up scr- 
pents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt 
them; they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall re- 
cover.” Now read _ carefully and 
you will see a thing! “So then 
after the Lord had spoken unto 
them (the eleven), he was !e- 
ceived up into heaven, and sat 
on the right hand of God. And 
they (the eleven) went forth, 
and preached everywhere, the 
Lord working with them (the 
eleven), and. confirming the 
word with signs followings.” 
(Mark 16:14-20) 


Now look at the analogy. 
What were the signs that were 
io follow? Casting out devils, 
new tongues, taking up sct- 
pents, IF they drank any dead- 
ly thing it should not hurt them, 
laying hands on the sick, and 
the sick recovering. Who went 
forth? The eleven.Whom did the 
signs follow? The eleven. What 
was one of the signs? Takivg 
up serpents. Who took up ser- 
pents? The eleven. How do

serpent (accidentally) it will 
not hurt them. But, no sir, it 
does not read that way. It reads 
plainly, “They shall take up 
serpents.” And the apostles did 
take up serpents. And the re- 
vised version makes the above 
analogy even more forcible than | 
the authorized version. The re-| 
vised reads thus: 

(the eleven) went forth, and! 
preached everywhere, the Lord | 
working with them, and c»r-1 
firming the word by THE sigus 
that followed.” Plainly referring 
to THE signs mentioned above. 





The Church of God stands for 
the whole Bible rightly divided. 
This being the case we take the 
signs as well as the fruits and 
gifts. We do not leave anythiug 
out. We take it all. And that is 
the reason we are of the class 
that is everywhere spoken a- 
gainst. (Acts 28:22) We are 
continuing in the apostles’ doc- 
trine and fellowship, and it is 
no wonder we are spoken 
against. This puts us on the 
same footing with the church in 
the beginning. 


Signs are made prominent in 
the Bible from beginning to end. 
God gave Noah the sign of the 
bow in the sky. He gave Abra- 
ham the sign of circumcision. 
The signs God gave to Moses to 
convince the people of the pow- 
er of God. These signs. were
